She died' one week 
after she submitted to an operation 
for appendicitis. Miss Mill's death oc- 
cure'd Tuesday afternoon at t>.c hos- 
pital for joint diseases after a "sec- 
ond operation, and after her husband 
U. S. Thompson, also a stage enter- 
tainer, had given blood in a transfu- 
sion. Schooled as a dancer to the rau- 
cous tunes of a hurdy gurdy in Har- 
lem. 
Miss Mills made her stage debut 


at the age of six years when she join- 
ed her sisters in a singing and danc- 
ing act. In 1916 she joined the "Ten- 
nessee Ten" playing vaudeville. Here 
it was she met her future husband 
then a comedy dancer. Her first sign- 
ificant New York success came five 
years 
in a Negro revue 
"Shuffle 


Along'" which led first to cabaret and 
then to European engagements. 


Last year. Miss Mills was regarded 


as one of the most popular perform- 
ers on the continental stage. As star 
of "Blackbirds," a Negro revue, shs 
achieved success in London in spite of 
a move by the British Artists Fed- 
eration to bar her from the English 
stage. 'The Prince of "Wal'-s 
was 


counted in her audience eleven times 
and the show attracted the patronage 
of London's-social leaders. She was 
born in Washington, Jan. 25. 1895-

Teapot Dome has meant the differ- 
ence- between a good opportunity to 
become the world's greatest oil mag- 
nate and the present' possibility that 
he will be branded as a felon and sent 
to prison.

with Fall to lease the naval reserve 
at the Dome and take the navy's oil 
is at least believed to have prevented 
him from rising to a position of pres- 
tige and power equal to that of 
Rockefeller and Deterding. 
Just as 


the Elk Hills deal with Fall helped 
diminish the industrial stature of E. 
L. Doheny to the point where he is 
understood to have sold most of its 
interests to Standard Oil, so has Sin- 
clair's indictment placed him in the 
status' of a mere independent opera- 


• tor. 


At one time Sinclair hoped to ob- 


tain a concession covering all the oil 
in Russia, which is supposed to have 
the largest and most valuable oil 
fields in the world. 


WENT TO LONDON 


About the middle of 1923, Sinclair 


went to London and then to Moscow, 
looking for this huge concession. 
.Among his party were Albert B. Fall, 
Archibald Roosevelt and some of the 
biggest men in. his company.

tious as Harry's original vision, but

less chance that he could raise a $250,- 


" 000,000 Russian 
loan. 
There were 


other promises,

The administration':? position on 
tax 


reduction has been definitely outlined by 


• Secretary of the Treasury Mellon in rcc- j 


ommendations presented to the house 
ways and means committee. Mr. Mellon 
asks that the reduction be limited to ap- 
proximately S225.000.000. He proposes a 
reduction of the rate on corporation in- 


' come from 13>'i to 12 per cent. lie would 


extend still further concessions to cor- 
' porations with net income of $25.000 or 
less and with not more than ten stock- 
holders. He would also readjust the rates 
applicable to individual incomes that fall 
in the so-called intermediate brackets, 
that is. on incomes from S16.000 to S90.- 


'.000. with small reductions. He wants to 


abolish the Estate tax, which would mean 


" a loss of revenue of only S7.000.000. but 
-he would keep the miscellaneous taxesv 
such as those on automobiles, admissions 
and club dues. 
This in brief covers the 


secretary's recommendations. 


In his testimony before the ways and 


means committee. Mr. Mellon made out 
a good case for keeping the total tax cut 
"within his figures. But the fact remains 
that there are many skeptics in congress 
and throughout the country as to the ac- 
curacy of treasury fiscal forecasts, based 
upon the fact that surpluses in the past 
have greatly exceeded estimates. Not all 
of the opposition to Mr. Mellon's pro- 


•' grain comes from the Democrats. There 


are Republicans who will demand repeal 


. of some of the miscellaneous taxes and 


there are others who will oppose repeal 


,": of the inheritance tax. Nevertheless, the 


main attack on the administration's, pro- 


'"• gram will come from the Democrats, and 
pit will be based primarily on the theory 
'^that a reduction of something like S400.- 
;"• 000.000 in taxes is warranted. How much 


- ot the Democratic plan is the natural part 
of opposition, taken to embarrass the ad- 
ministration with no thought of its reali- 
zation, is a matter of opinion, but the fact 
remains that the Xew York Times, the 
most influential Democratic newspaper 


''in America, upholds Secretary Mellon in 
. his desire to keep within the limitation 
'"-he places on the total reduction, and 


also agrees with him to a large extent 


;' in his specific recommendations. 


The issue turns entirely upon the pro- 


spective surplus for 1928-9. Within a rea- 
sonable margin of safety, the country 
wouid like to see the surplus devoted to

THE DRIVER'S RESPONSIBILITY 


The United States supreme court, in 


the case of a fatal grade crossing accident 
in Ohio, has held that complete respon- 
sibility for automobile 
deaths and 
in- 


juries at railroad crossings rests with the 
individual and not with the railroad. It 
declared that its ruling should govern all 
courts in handling damage suits of this 
character. "When a man goes upon a rail- 
road track.'1 says Justice Holmes, 
who 


wrote the decision, "he knows that he 
jjoes to a place where he will be killed if 
s 


a train comes upon him before he is clear 
of the track. lie knows that he must stop 
for the train, not the train for him. 
In 


such circumstances, it seems to us that if 
a driver cannot be sure otherwise wheth- 
er a train is dangerously near, he must 
stop and get out of the A chicle, although 
obviously he will not often be required to 
do more than stop and look. It seems to 
us that if he relies upon not hearing the 
train or any signal and takes no further 
precaution he does so at his own risk." 
x It strikes us that this is a timely and 
just decision. In a general way, it may be 
said that ail crossing accidents are due to 
the neglect of vehicle drivers and that -the 
engineer of the train is blameless. It is 
solely their fault 
if they do not stop, 


look and listen. "\Ye do not see how any 
other construction can be placed upon the 
driver's duty and responsibility. 
The 


carelessness with which automobiles are 
operated on the highways is notorious. 
The railroads should not be penalized for 
this recklessness. 
It is time motorists 


were pinned down to a strict performance 
of their obligations and made to assume 
the full risks they create riot only for 
their own lives, but for the lives of others. 
The railroads have been mulcted long 
enough for 
downright 
foolhardiness 


which is bevond their control. Railway- 
trains must be run on schedule, but au- 
tomobiles do not have to be operated 
recklessl}-. 


The 
question of responsibility for 


grade crossing' hazards does not, of 
course, end here. There must be conspic- 
uous warnings of the presence of railway 
tracks, and back of that is the question 
of protecting crossings with gates or of 
eliminating the danger altogether with 
viaducts. The latter is a matter of state 
policy and should not 
affect the legal 


status of the railroads .or the user of the 
highways. 


The decision of the supreme court may- 


have an important bearing on the as- 
sessment of cost for the. elimination or 
protection of grade crossings in the fu- 
ture. It would seem to follow that this 
relief is to safeguard the public against 
its follies and indiscretions and not the 
railroads.

MUSCLKS YOU SHOULD KNOW 


5. TUIi JML'SCLK 01-' C1KCULAT10N 


jN'ot only is the heart u ho'low muscle, but all the 


arteries leadins from it and Home of Ihe veins lead- 
ing toward it are largely a continuation of the same 
muscle. Every artery has a distinct Jayei' of muscle 
fibers in its wall, down to the very smallest arter- 
ioles visible to the nakcy eye. When thi. muscle 
layer finally disappears from the vessel wall, the 
vessel is no lonsor an artery, but a capillary, and 
that's just a fapace between tl'c cells of the tissue. 
If you will crently squeeze your fingernail you will 
sec a flushing: and paling- under the nail—that's cap- 
illaries fillinjr and empty-ins of blood. If you «m 
make out a distinct vessel, it must be either an 
nrteriole of a vcnule (smallest vein), but it is not 
a capillary. Sneaking: precisely, no one has ever 
seen a capillary vessel because there is no such 
thins: under the microscope one may readily see 
the Wood corpuscles \vendin~ their way through 
the capillary spaces in the mesentery of a live froar. 
but there aio no capillary vessels. The little red- 
Jisli marks or lines often visible about the cheeks 
or the nose, and sometimes called dilated capillaries, 
are of course dilated venules. 


The function of muscle is to contract, and con- 


traction of the muscle of circulation narrows the 
caliber of the vessel and compresses the Wood with- 
in. So the chief purpose of the. muscle of circula- 
tion is to maintain the blood pressure at a height 
sufficient to overcome the resistance to the flow in 
the channel ahead. As the resistance to the flow 
varies widely in different circumstances, as when 
one does muscular work. eats, rests, encounters 
great cold, great heat. etc.. it is necessary that the 
pressure be auickly variable, and this is provided 
for by the autoiiomic 
(self 
.^overruns') nervous 


mechanism of the circulation muscle. 


Physicists tell us that it is possible to break a 
lass srlobe at some distance by sotmdins: a ceil-in 
note on a muscial instrument—the vibrations in the 
ether crack the slass. Sounds like bolosna, doesn't 
it? However, one can make a lively bull behave 
very wildly indeed by just waving a red flag- before 
his eyes—this works, beyond question. - Likewise 
emotion,may cause contraction or relaxation of the 
muscle of circulation, raising- or lowering- the press- 
ure on the blood. Within normal bounds this is 
physiological and necessary; in the presence of 
disease conditions it is sometimes harmful or dan- 
gerous. Dr. John Hunter, a. srreat medical teacher, 
subject to angina, nectoris. used to say. "my life is 
in the hands of any rascal who chooses to annoy 


£."* 
The heart muscle and. the muscle of circulation 


are not only alike in structure and in their nerve 
control, but in function and in the disturbances of 
function (diseases) they are subject to. 


"When the arteries become thickened, say froii 


tobaccoism. they offer greater resistance to olood 
flow and the heart must hypertrophy (enlarg-e) in 
order to drive the blood tbrousrh. When the heart 
muscle weakens, say from fatty degeneration or in- 
filtration incident to overeating and nejrlect of PX- 
ercise, then the arteries relax in order to diminish 
th resistance to blood flew. Thus high blood pres- 
sure is a necessary feature of some diseases and 
low blood pressure is a necessary feature of other 
diseases: and it is a silly error to imagine "hat h:s,'h 
blood pressure or low blood pressure is a condition 
independent of the disease that produces it.

BIRDS-EYE VIEWS 


Some member of the staff of "The 


Saturday Review," — probably Henry 
Seidel Canby — seems to have been 
raveling in Europe the past summer. 
In three successive issues a birds-ey 
view has been given of the state of 
iterature at the present moment in 
three different 
countries — France, 


England, and America. 
These 
are 


views that could hardily have been ob- 
tained at long-distance, on the basis 
of imported 
publications. 
Whoever 


ivrote them must have been on the 
spot. 


Which fact makes them interesting 


and of value. Almost anw intelligent 
person can write, about French and 
English literature 
and 
contrast it 


with American letters. But to put 
into words the spirit of the practice 
of letters in the countries across the 
ocean at the present moment is some- 
thing else. 


According to this series, French lit- 


erature of the moment is concerning 
tself almost exclusively with 
form 


and is neglecting substance- Here is a 
sentence: "A metaphysics of language 
which concerns itself with the accur- 
acy of expression and neglects the 
thing to be expressed absorbs the fin- 
er talents. Xo books of range 
and 


scope appear in French."' 


English literature is in about 
the 


same boat, this writer thinks: "The 
new literary -England is in its study 
trying to recapture the cutting ed-;e 
of ISth century satire, -writing brief 
exquisite replicas of earlier styles, 
studying the weakness of Victorian 
enthusiasm with cold 
and 
critical 


subtlety, lest any great man escape 
with his adjective still tied to him. 
closing one eye to get a fresli view of 
human nature, and rearranging- our 
English phrases in the attempt to ex- 
press the nuances and the aberra- 
tions which the careless- elders 
left 


untouched. Wit has come into fashion 
again and a mot is broadcast over 
London."' 


And what about the state of liter- 


ature in America at the present mo- 
ment? According to this analyst up 
in the clouds America at the mo- 
ment can be expressed in the word 
'Energy." If all that were needed for 
rreat literature were energy 
the 


American literature of the 
moment 


would be great. The 
outstanding 


books are overflowing with it. It is 
common to such different books as 
"Elmer Gantry" and "Death For ihe 
Archbishop." It oozes out of 
even 


fourth rate novels in America. 


Unfortunaieiy something more 


needed"than energy «o make great lit- 
erature and so great books in Amer- 
ica nrc as scarce at ihe present mo- 
ment as they usually are at any given 


-luOpaic from this survey, France 


and England arc suffering TrCni too 


much discipline, America from 
not 


enough of' it. A very popular Ameri- 
can novelist once made fun 
of the 


English writers of the moment by 
saying an English novelist -considered 
it a big day's work deciding to put 
in a comma where no comma had 
be'en and then toward the end of the 
afternoon deciding that after all the 
comma did not belong there. But 
there are American novelists turning 
out their two novels a year who 
would profit by a little of this pains- 
taking discipline. 


Kot too much.' In the main the 


American novelists' satire v.-as justi- 
fied. That kind of thing soon becomes 
a .disease. Language exists to express 
thought. Many a writer 
comes to 


think it exists for its own sake. Ac- 
cording to the survey in the Satard. y 
Review that is the disease that has a 
strong hold on French and English 
literatuie of the moment. The're is 
one thing worse than saying a thing 
badly — having nothing to say and 
then wasting all your" energy on say- 
ing it beautifully. 


There is the ISth century in Eng- 


lish literature to which the 
English 


novelists and poets of the moment 
are harking back — the very young- 
st generation of writers. A great cen- 
tury, with some great literature to 
its credit. Its emphasise en form is 
needed sometimes; perhaps it is need- 
ed now in France and England and 
America. But in the end the truly 
great writers will return to the prin- 
ciple that language exists for the 
sake of the thing to be expressed, not 
the other way round. Alexander Pope 
may be a great writer but can he ev- 
er be considered great in the same 
sense in which Wordsworth is con- 
sidered great?

gathered for the guillotine. Or when 
the black outlines of the building you 
pass are those of a prison of bloody 
memory. 


On the other 
hand it Is rather 


amusing to 
contemplate, as ale is 


sipped in the Ritz bar, that here 
gathered the gay nobility of the time 
of Louis XIV. 
In fact it becomes im- 


possible to wander into almost any 
place without feeling the necessity of 
kicking a couple of- pompaded ghosts 
back under the table.
